Your undersigned Special Commissioner, appointed by decree en- 
tered in the above styled, on March Ath, 1897, reports. that, after 
rviving notice of the time and place of his sitting to the parties 
in interest, he, on the 26th day of April, 1897, at his office in 
the town of Jonesville, the time and place designated by the notice, 
proceeded to perform the duties required of him by said decree of 
March 4th, 1897; and the plaintiffs being present by attorney, and 
the defendants in person, and your commissioner having taken such 
evidence as they offered, and such as he himself could obtain, and 
thaught material to his assistance in the determination of the ques-— 
tions before him, and both the plaintiffs and defendants having an- 
nounced that they had no further evidence to offer before your com- 
missioner, he here respectfully submits his report. 

Your commissioner is directed by said decree of March 4th, 13897, 
to ascertain and report the liens against the real estate of Danicl 
Stapleton, showing the amount of each lien, to whom due, the order 
of priority «c. 

In response to the foregoing directions, your commissioner files
